WASHINGION (AP). — The U.S. 
“announced yesterday that Commun- 
ist China set off a nuclear ex- 
plosion in the atmosphere at 8 am. 
Israel time yesterday, the first nuc- 
lear test by that country since Oc- 
tober 14, 1970. 

The U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said the test, conducted in the 
‘vicinity of Lop Nor, in western 
China, bad an explosive yield equl- 
valent to about 20,000 tons of 
T.N.T., the same size as the atomic 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima by the 
United States. 

The latest test brought to 12 the 
number of Chinese tests announced 
by the U.s., including 11 in the 
atmosphere and one underground. 

The yield of the latest test was 
relatively small compared with 
the huge one set of by Commun- 
ist China over a year ago. That one 
packed the explosive wallop of three 
million tons of T.N.T. 

That earlier test was also the 
first in more thap 8. year.

TEL AVIV. — Twenty-seven 

Id ingots destined for the Bank 
of Israel's vaults in Jerusalem 
and worth $87,500 disappeared 
from an Al plane sometime 
on Tuesday, at an unknown lo~ 
cation, it was reported here yes~ 
terday. 

In accordance with standard 
procedures, the ingots, coming 
from the U.S., were unloaded at 
Heathrow Alrport in Landon for 
safekeeping while the plane was 
being refuelled and serviced. On 
arrival at Lod the gold bars were 
found to be missing from the 
plane’s cargo compartment. 

Police in Ysrael and Britain 
are now investigating. London 
police are attempting to learn 
whether the bullion was loaded 
back onto the plane or whether 
it wag stolen there. The other 
possibility is that the goki way 
stolen at Lod Airport before 
security guards came to collect 
it. 


This is the first time a theft 
of these dimensions involving 
gold bullion has taken place on 
an ἘΠ Al flight.

Amerlean officials said the air- 
craft were of the TU-16 Badger 
variety which comes in both recon- 
matssance and bomber versions. The 
aircraft — of which there were less 
than 10 — were flown by Soviet 
Pilots and added to the Soviet in- 
ventory in Egypt, officials declared. 

Officials sald they were still as- 
sessing the evidence before deciding 
whether the new TU-16s were 
bomber or reconnalgsance versions. 
They pointed out that the Badger, 
8. sub-sonic aircraft, has been used 
by the Soviets over the last 18 
months for low-fiying surveillance 
missions of the American Sixth 
Fleet in the Mediterranean. 

The State Department announce- 
ment of the new Soviet arms ship- 
ments to Egypt came some two 
nours after a meeting between Is- 
rael’s Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin 
and Assigtant Secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco. (See below.) 

According to American officials, 
the U.S. has still not made a final

“lg this report is confirmed in 
other taboratories and in furiher 
studies here, we have to take the 
metabolic status of every individual 
homosexual under consideration,” 
said Dr. Robert C. Kolodny, ome of 
the authors of the report. 

The findings are at odds with the 
traditional belief that homosexuality 
is the result of only psychological 
and sociological factors. They will 
be published in the “New Sngland 
Journal of Medicine” this week.

STATE DEPT. BALANCING

Money and war 


THE British sang proudly dur- 
ing a crisis: “We don't want 
to fight, but, by jingo, if we do, 
we've got the ships, we've got 
the men, we've got the money 
too.” The old Romans had a wise 
proverb: “Money is the sinews of 
war." This week it seemed that 
while Israel’s fighting spirit was 
not affected by the long struggle to 
hold the line that has followed 
the. Six Day War, she was hav- 
ing trouble raising the money 
needed to pay the price of de- 
fence. The economic crisis has 
led to demands that the defence 
‘budget should be severely cut. 


_ General Dayan went on televi- 

sion last Friday night to plead 
that cuts in the defence budget 
would undermine Israel's capa- 
city to defend herself. He agreed 
with Finance Minister pir 
that the economic situation 
was grave, but he did not think 
that the solution should be to 
weaken the offensive and defen- 
sive power of Zahai, He explein- 
ed that it would save TL85m. to 
do without a tank unit of 100 
tanks, and IL70m. if reservists 
were not called up for training. 
But, General Dayan warned, πὸ- 
body should imagine that such 
cuts would be painless, or that 
they would not affect the strength 
of Zahal. 


He pleaded with the nation to 
accept austerity and a cut in the 
standard of living rather than 
to try to save money on defence. 
His colleague, Shimon Peres, the 
Minister of Communications, 
urged that everyone should contri- 
bute an hour's extra work a week 
for defence. 

The trouble is that people, who 
will risk their lives for their 
countries, are not nearly so ready 
to lower their standards of liv- 
ing for it. They will fight to the 
death for a faure: but are not 
willing to pay higher income taxes 
for it. This Las been the expe- 
rience of democracies everywhere.

The French had supported Is- 
rael because Nasser backed 
Algeria, With the Algerian War 
at an end, President deGaulle, with 
a horrifying cyniciam, turned his 
back on his old friends, and set 
out to woo the Arabs. The Six 
Day War gave him a chance to 
impose an embargo on munitions 
being sent to the Middle East. 
This meant that he was able to 
atop the delivery of 50 Mirages, 
built in France according to Is- 
raeli specifications, and already 


partly paid for. 
The seach of this we was 
gravated by ocrisy: despite 
the embargo, the French Told 


ἢ Golda Meir once said, 


Mirages to Libya, the most martial 
of the Arab states in the newly 
formed Federation. who have only 
one thing in common — a de- 
clared aim to destroy Israel. 


Fortunately, America came to 
the rescue, and provided Israel 
with a far better plane than the 
Mirage, the Phantom. Phantoms 
flown by Israelis proved their va- 
lue against Migs, even when 
these were flown by Russians. 

Now Israel has agreed to con- 
done the wrong done to her, to 
cancel the contract, and to take 
back the money. Prime Minister 
“France 
does not owe us $50m., she 
owes us 50 Mirage planes.” 
Nevertheless, Israel is taking 
back the money, which will no 
doubt help to pay for more Phan- 
toms, when America resumes de- 
livery. 

It will be poetic justice if the 
mythical Mirage fades from its 
position of glory, now that it will 
6 flown by other pilots, and dis- 
appears like its namesake in the 
desert. 

In the meanwhile, although 
France's embargo will not be for- 
gotten, it may be forgiven and it 
is to be hoped that the two 
countries will become more friend- 
ly, even if it is impossible to get 
back to the old pre-embargo rela- 
tionship.

They speak Hebrew in Liverpool

NINETY eager faces look at 

me, as I mount the rostrum 
accompanied by the headmaster 
of the King David High School 
in Liverpool. It is a spacious hall; 
standing up on the rostrum being 
introduced by the headmaster, I 
find I am so far above the heads 
of the children, that I decide on 
the spur of the moment, with 
the gracious permission of the 
headmaster, to go down into the 
hall, level with the students. 

I am supposed to address the 
upper forms, the sixteen to 
eighteen year olds, on the schemes 
which exist today to give youth 
8. chance to visit Israel, during 
the holidays, or for even longer 
perio: r they have actuaily 
finish their schooling, before 
they go to University. I tell them 
about the working holidays in 
kibbutzim for the summer; about 
the facilities for learning Hebrew 
at Ulpanim; the possibilities of 
vocational guidance schemes; the 
facilities available for people who 
wish to enter an Israeli University. 
While T talk, I am amazed to 
notice that there is no snigger- 
ing, no facetiousness, no whisper- 
ing — they really concentrate on 
listening to me. Afterwards I am 
surprised by the intelligent, well- 
informed questions which 
ask after my talk. Some of them 
have already been to Israel. and, 
as usual, some were pleased with 
the visit, others felt that some- 
body (and I never could pin down 
who the somebody was) had told 
them that the kibbutz in which 
they were guests did not really 
care to have so many people from 
abroad. I think I am_ successful 
in answering this particular com- 
Plaint by pointing out that young 
people in -the kibbutz are not 
necessarily the members of the 
kibbutz who say this kind of 
thing, but that such a remark may 
possibly be made by another sum- 
mer visitor. I also assure them 
that on the whole young Jewish 
‘boys and girls from England are 
very welcome in Israel and in 
the kibbutzim. Sometimes the 
spotlight falls on the occasional 


ἡ | schools, 
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misfit, either among the hosts or 
the visiting students, but most 
trips are great successes. Those 
who have been to Israel agree 
with me. 

Next I find myself sitting in 
a modern Hebrew class conducted 
by a sabra teacher from Rehovot. 
Her English is faultless, and she 
hardly has any Hebrew accent. 
Surprisingly enough, most of the 
lesson is conducted in Hebrew, 
and I am astounded by the high 
level of the students’ Hebrew 
knowledge. In fact a great deal 
of the lesson consists of conver- 
sation in Hebrew between the 
teacher and the pupils. 

As I walk later through the 
corridors I see that the signs on 
each door are in both English 
and Hebrew. The combination of 
very English, and very Hebrew 
atmospheres is odd, but very im- 
pressive. 

From the 7,000 Jews in Liver- 

ol, the King David High School 

ag approximately pupils, 
while the primary school adja- 
cent to the High School, separated 


only by beautifully kept, green. 
playing fields, has 450 pupils. ΒΥ" 


the beginning of the next school 
term, the latter figure will rise 
to 500. We passed by the heated 
swimming pool. In the same com- 
pound is a synagogue, with a 
communa! centre inside, where all 
ewish and Zionist youth and 
adult activities take place. It is 
clean, well-kept and pleasant to 
look at. It must reflect some- 
thing of the quality. both of the 
community, of the school, and of 
the British Zionist Federation, 
which is responsible for its exis- 
tence, that over 10 per cent of 
the whole Jewish community 
in Liverpool are at the King Da- 
vid High School and the King Da- 
vid Primary School. 

Since the British Zionist Fe- 
deration established the sco, 
the British Board of Education 
has recognized the school, and 
participates in its upkeep, espe- 
cially as there are a few non- 
Jewish children, both in the pri- 
mary school and in the high 
school. Out of the 850 pupils. 50 
I believe are non-Jewish. I was 
surprised to hear that the exis- 
tence of non-Jewish pupils is not 
any kind of window dressing by 
the Jewish community, but that 
both primary school and high 
school are regarded as very good 
and there is actually 
a waiting list for both non-Jew-

‘THE Israeli school system is 

based on training students’ 
memories rather than on teach- 
ing them to understand problems. 
If I were the headmaster of this 
school, I would teach my students 
to understand rather than co me- 
morize by heart. 

In a few years time we will 
have to live on our own, and 
not in our parents’ houses. We 
will work for a living, and will 
bear the heavy responsibilities of 
being citizens. 

In order to solve the problems 
we will face, we shall have to 
understand and analyse them. 
This is where school should come 
into the picture. It has to give 
a student the ability to think on 
his own and for himself, and to 
analyse problems; it has to pro- 
vide the student with teachers’ 
help and advice, books and facts 
— in short; all the tools that he 
needs. 


Students in my ideal school 
would undertake many projects. 
They would spend a lot of time 
in the school library and would 
read many bvoks. But the most 
important point is that they would 
heve to analyse the material 
which they read, io take out the 
important points, and to write 
about the subjeets. 

In this system, the student 

would have to show understand- 
ing, because he would have to 
distinguish between what is im- 
portant and what is not. 
If I were a headmaster, my 
students would have to work 
much harder than students at 
schools today. as my method is 
admittedly a demanding one. But 
they would be prepared properly 
for adult life.

_At a time when Jewish and 
Zionist organizations the world 
over are trying to combat assi- 
milation, trying to awaken some 
sense of belonging in Jewish reli- 
fon and Jewish culture, it should 

obvious and apparent to any- 
body that a Jewish school of this 
nature is an essential foundation. 
on which alone Jewish communal 
work, Jewish charity, Jewish cul- 
ture, and finally aliya to Israel 
can grow. By super-human effort 
the British Zionist Federation has 
managed to establish some 
schools in Great Britain with about 
4,500 pupils all toid. Every effort 
should be made, not only to sup- 
port fully the schools that exist. 
The acuteness of the need is not 
always understood, either in Is- 
rael or in Great Britain. 

Everything should be done to 
extend the network of Jewish 
Day Schools in Britain. When one 
hears that there are 300,000 Jew- 
ish students in the United States, 
and that of these only a frac- 
tion are organized in any kind of 
Jewish Society, the sooner we see 
the writing on the wall as far 
as the Jewish people of the Dias- 
pora are concerned, the better. 
Time_is_ not on our_side.

Avraham Agmon, Director-General 
of the Finance Ministry; Asher Yad- 
lin, head of Hevrat Ovdim, and 
Mark Moshevies, president of the 
Manufacturers Association. The oc- 
easion was the third economic con- 
ference, which will be held in May 
1973, during the 25th anniversary 
celebrations. 

The conference will open in Jeru- 
salem, but the business sessions will 
he held in Tel Aviv. A large exhibi- 
tion of potential exports, mainly in 
the industrial field, will be ποιὰ at 
the Fairgrounds. 

Mr, Moshevies said frankly that 
although he and other manufac- 
turers were willing to dotheir best 
to attract more investors, he still 
thought that if the Government car- 
tied through 4s promise of limiting 
profits on imvestments, “there just 
won't be anything to invest in here” 
within a few years, Asked why he 
was supporting the policy to bring 
in more investors, he said that he 
“hoped that in the next few weeks 
we (that is he and the other two 
partners) could work out a p32): 
which would attract investors.” 

NO BIGGER PROFITS 

Mr, Agmon said that the Govern- 
ment’s policy was not to allow in- 
dustry a greater return in 1972 than 
in 1971 — and “1971 wag by 81] 
counts a good year for industry." 

“Only relatively speaking,” Mr. 
Moshevics satd drily. 

Mr, Agmon added that the infla- 
tionary process could ‘be controlled 
only if all factors were controlled. 
This meant profits too. If profits 
rose, then prices would rise, and so 
would wages. By keeping all fac- 
tors from rising, profits would still 
be considerable. 

Mr, Yadlin believed that wages 
should only rise in line with output.

Missing bus bay 
causing accidents

HAIFA.—The municipality's failure 
to construct a bus stop ‘bay’ on 
one of the city’s busiest streets, is 
continuing to cause “at least two 
accidents a week,” according to 
police, The construction, whose cost 
is estimated at a total of IL10,000 
has for some reason not been 
carried out, despite pressure on the 
City Hal from the police and the 

‘Transport Ministry. 

This emerged during a survey of 
the causes of the nine accidents, 
claiming three lives and several 
dozen injured, which occurred on 
Tuesday. The survey showed that 
the lack of the bus bay, in Rehov 
Bar-Yebuda, leading out of the city 
to the bayside area, is probably the 
most dangerous and accident-prone 
spot in Haifa. It is situated some 
400 metres beyond the Paz Bridge, 
and serves as a request stop for 
several hundred buses daily. But the 
buses must stop on the road, block- 
ing one of the two lanes, because 
they have no bay to drive into. 
The road has four lanes, divided by 
bushes into a two-direction road. 

As only occasional buses stop 
there. the danger Is even greater,

because, as a veteran taxi driver 
told The Post, “you don't expect 
them to stop. When they do sud- 
denly, you have three possibilities: 
crashing into them, braking vio- 
lently or moving over into the left- 
hand [ane in front of the following 
traffic. This is the best spot in 
town for accidents. It is especially 
dangerous because the stop is situat- 
ed about 450 metres behind a traffic 
light, “just, where everybody is ac- 
celerating” he said, adding that 
drivers tended to accelerate there, 
“because we feel we've already left 
the built-up area.” 

The Transport Ministry has been 
urging the Municipality to build the 
bay for at least four years. The 
Ministry even granted a budget for 
the job, but cancelled it 18 months 
ago because the money was not used. 
The police; too, Have called the 
Municipality's attention to the 
hazard and pleaded for the con- 
struction of a bay “for years.” 


TO START ‘SOON’ 


The town hall spokesman told 
me that the job would be started 
“goon,” and that ft had been de- 
layed because the Ministry had not 
“made good its offer to finance the 
work.” This apparently referred to 
the M'nistry’s withdrawal of the al- 
location because the work was not 
started. When I asked to see the 
munic’pal traffic engineer to discuss 
the problem, I was told that “he 
ig very busy and can see you only 
if you make an appointment « week 
ahead.” 

On Wednesday, there were no ac- 
cidents, Traffic experts told .me that 
the danger ts always greatest 
during the first heavy winter rain, 
which on Tuesday followed two 
weeks of sharav weather that had 
Covered the roads with a thin film 
of loess. The rain turns it into an 
emulsion which makes skidding in- 
evitable. “There is nothing practical 
that can be done about this condi- 
tion except to be even more care- 


ful,” an expert said. He noted that © 


on Wednesday the roads had al- 
ready been well washed down by the 
continuing rain, removing the loess, 
while the drivers had “got used to 
the winter conditions,” and that ‘ex- 
plained why there were no acet- 
dents.

Electoral bill 
sanctioned by 
Labour Party

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
Leadership Bureau, led by ‘Premier 
Golda Meir, yesterday voted 10 to 
four, with three -abstentions, to 
sanction a private members bill in- 
troduced -by Deputy Transport Min- 
ister Gad Ya’acobi on electoral re- 
form. Mr. Ya’acobi's measure calls

Haifa Labour Council vexed 
by delay in Til reopening

HAIFA. — Haifa Labour Council 
Secretary Eliezer Molk yesterday 
took exception to the insistence 
by the official receiver of the Au- 
tocars Company on petting a no- 
minal list of the 120 workers at 
the Til plant to be discharged as 
a pre-condition for the reopening 
of the plant. 

“After a general meeting of ΤῊ 
workers has accepted the dismis- 
sals, we take a grave view of the 
fact that the plant was not opened 
yesterday — and that despite an 
express promise given to the Haifa 
Labour Council," Mr. Molk said. 

He said the Labour Council would 
do all in its power to see to it that 
the promise on reopening was kept. 

The 330 workers at the Til plant 
are now in an ugly mood at what 
they regard a3 an intolerable act of 
discrimination. Yesterday they turn- 
ed up at the Labour Council, where 
Secretary Molk promised to take 
up their case. He said the Coun- 
cil would demand from the official 
receiver the payment of their wages 
for Wednesday, the day the other 
Autocars plants were reopened. 


MEETING WITH SAPIR 

Yesterday, Mr. Molk met with 
the Chairman of the Knesset La- 
bour Committee, Mrs. Shoshana Ar- 
beli-Almoslino, to warn of the ten- 
sion building up at the Til plant. 
In the evening, Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir was due to meet Coun- 
cll representatives. 

At his meeting with the Labour 
Council delegation, Finance Minis- 
ter Pinhas Sapir, informed.of the 
new situation after the Til workers 
had reversed their stand, prom- 
ised financial help and an early 
decision which would enable the 
plant to be reopened. The reopening 
would take place early next week, 
perhaps even on Sunday.
